Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1964 . 

You  will  see  from  the  tables  in  the  report  that  a  great  deal  of  routine 
work  is  carried  out  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  during  the  year  there  were  no 
serious  epidemics  or  other  ’crises’  which  might  cause  concern.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting  also  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  amount  of  quarrying  and  stone  crushing 
taking  place  in  Malvern,  there  are  no  records  of  silicosis  or  allied  lung 
conditions  amongst  the  workers  in  these  industries.  This,  of  course,  is  due 
to  the  chance  that  none  of  the  rock  is  a  silica  dust  producing  type. 


During  the  year  I  was  able  to  complete  the  survey  of  movement  of  the 
population° into  and  out  of  the  district  by  age  groups  and  reported  to  you 
on1 that  subject.  It  is  worth  summarising  the  findings  of  the  movement  of 
population  between  1951  and  1961. 

There  was  a  considerable  immigration  of  population  into  Malvern  from 
elsewhere  of  age  groups  from  30  years  oi  age  upwards.  It  appears  that 
youths  and  girls  leaving  school,  tend  to  leave  Malvern  for  their  first  job 
and  to  gain  experience  in  the  larger  cities  and  then  a  considerable  number 
of  persons  return  again  between  the  ages  of  30  and  35  in  order  to  settle 
down  in  a  more  stable  t^/pe  of  job.  Thus,  the  age  structure  Oj.  the  population 
has  completely  changed  since  the  end  of  the  war  and  the  birth  rate  in  Malvern 
has  been  above  or  near  the  national  average  every  year  since  1950.  A  large 
number  of  immigrating  families  increase  the  number  of  children  living  in  the 
district .  Not  much  inward  immigration  seems  to  take  place  ai wer  the  age  oi 
50.  From  60  onwards  there  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
oersons  living  in  the  town.  It  is,  however,  not  quite  crear  wnotner  this 
increase  is  due  to  people  returning  to  the  district  for  their  retirement  or 
whether  it  is  due  to  an  improved  expectation  of  life  for  those  who  come  to 
live  here. 


The  increases  shown  in  the  accompanying  table  are  derived  from  the 
difference  between  the  estimated  and  actual  population  and  indicate  the 
difficulties  that  have  to  be  facedby  any  authorities  who  have  had  to 
plan  future  community  services  whether  they  be  the  environmental  services 
for  which  the  local  authority  are  responsible  or  the  ’personal’  services 
for  which  the  County  Council  are  responsible. 

The  details  of  the  work  which  are  recorded  in  this  report  are  an 
indication  of  the  happy  relationships  which  have  cxistec.  in  our  oxfice 
during  the  past  year.

DISCRETIONARY  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Fifteen  applications  were  received  during  the  year  1964  relating  to  the 
improvement  of  small  dwellings.  Fourteen  grants  were . authorised  in^this 
-ocriod,  all  the  properties  concerned  being  owner  occupied.  an  application 
concerning  the  modernisation  of  a  dwelling  already  possessing  the  desired 
amenities,  with  the  exception  of  a  properly  ventilated  xood  store,  was 
refused. 

One  application  to  assist  in  the  conversion  of  a  house  into  two 
separate  units  of  accommodation  was  approved. 

STANDARD  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Twenty- six  applications  wore  received  during  the  year  all  of  which  were 
investigated  and  subsequently  approved.  Twenty-two  houses  being  owner 
occupied  and  four  occupied  by  a  tenant.  The  amenities  to  be  provided  were 

as  f ollows:- 


24  baths;  25  wash-hand  basins;  26  domestic  hot  water  supplies; 

24  water  closets;  23  ventilated  food  stores. 

When  Standard  Improvement  Grants  were  introduced  in  1959  it  was 
anticipated  there  would  be  a  speeding  up  in  the  progress  rate  of 
modernisation  of’  dwellings.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1940  and  1951 


It  is  customary,  under  this  heading,  to  mention  that  members  of  this 
department,  working  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Housing  Manager,  devote 
a  groat  deal  of  thought  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  in  matters  relating  to 
their  needs  and  living  conditions.  Wo  are  fortunate  that  the  Health 
Visitors  and  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  County  Welfare  Office  work  as  a 
team.  There  is  no  lack  of  patient  understanding  and  goodwill. to  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  in  assisting  older  members  of  our  community.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  a  special  responsibility,  which  may  lead  to  formal 
action  being  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  and  he  is  well 
informed,  when  the  need  arises,  concerning  a  particular  case.  Fortunately 
most  of  our  problems  are  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  a  sjanpathetic 
informal  procedure. 

Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  194 S  provides  that  it  shall 
be  the  dutjr  of  the  Council  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any 
person  who  has  died  or  has  been  found  dead  in  the  Urban  District,  in  cases 
where  is  appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body 
have  been  made. 

There  was  one  case  during  the  year  to  which  this  section  of  the  Act 
applied. 


THE  BURIAL  ACT,  1857  -  EXHUMATIONS 

Your  Inspectors  supervised  the  exhumation  of  the  remains  of  a  member  of 
the  tether lands  Armed  Forces  from  a  grave  in  Malvern  Wells  Cemetery,  for  re¬ 
interment  elsewhere,  as  arranged  by  the  War  Graves  Commission. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 


This  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  1964  and  provides  that  no 
person  shall  keep  a  boarding  establishment  for  animals  except  under  Licence 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Council  resolved,  on  due  consideration  of  a  report  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  that  your  Public  Health  Inspectors, be  authorised  to  administrate  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  as  it  was  considered  these  were  in  some  degree  a 
natural  extension  of  their  duties  in  Public  Health  matters. 

In  determining  whether  to  grant  a  licnnco  the  Local  Authority  is 
required  to  hove  regard  to  the  need  for  securing  - 

(a)  that  animals  will  be  kept  in  suitable  accommodation  as  respects 
construction,  size  of  quarters,  number  of  occupants,  oxercising 
facilities,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and  cleanliness; 

(b)  that  animals  will  be  adequately  supplied  with  suitable  food, 
drink  and  bedding  material  and  adequately  exercised; 

(c)  that  all  reasonable  precautions  will  be  taken  to  provont  and 
control  the  spread  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases; 

(d)  that  appropriate  steps  will  be  taken  for  bhc  protection  of 
animals  in  the  case  of  firo  or  other  emergency; 

(e)  that  a  register  will  be  kept  containing  a  description  of  animals 
received  into  the  establishment,  date  of  arrival  and  doparturo 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  -  ouch  register  to  bo 
available  for  inspection  by  authorised  persons. 


Applications  wore  roceivcd  in  respect  of  three  promises  already  used  in 
a  small  way  for  the  boarding  of  cats  and  dogs.  Inspections  were  made  ao 
these  promises  and  licences  were  subsequently  issued. 


DRAINAGE  AID  SANITATION 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  outlying  part  of  the  town  known  as  Intorfields,  has  3rct  to  receive 
consideration. 


Whilst  this  area  is  not  at  present  classified  for  development  for 
residential  purposes*  efficient  water  borne  sanitation  is  laciein^, *  i 2-nd 
satisfactory  improvement  of  existing  dwellings  will  remain  in  abeyance 
pending  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme. 

The  drainage  systems  of  some  SI  dwellings  were  repaired  and  partially 
reconstructed  and  S  dwelling  houses  were  entirely  retrained. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


When  necessary,  investigations  are  made  on  notification  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  an  infectious  disease  by  medical  practitioners. 

Contacts  arc  traced  and  enquiries  made  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice 
or  to  meet  the  special  requirements  of  the  case  and  nature  of  the  illness. 


DISINFECTION  AMD  DISINFESTATION 


3  loads  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  collected  and  taken  to  St.  Wulstan’s 
Hospital  for  treatment  by  steam  disinfection  in  accordance  with  an  arrangement 
made  with  the  South  Worcestershire  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  number  of  rooms  fumigated  wore  8 

Infestations  of  cockroaches,  beetles,  bedbugs,  fleas,  silver  fish,  ants 
and  flies  were  dealt  with  at  various  premises  including  dwelling  houses  and 

restaurant  kitchens.

In  the  preface  to  this  report,  I  stated,  that  this  new  legislation  was 
most  comprehensive  in  setting  fresh  standards  relating  to  the  health,  safety 
and  welfare  of  persons  engaged  in  Offices,  Shops  and  certain  Railway  Premises. 
At  the  time  of  writing  these  notes,  the  first  effects  of  the  impact  of  work 
involved  are  only  just  beginning  to  be  noticed.  It  is  apparent  that 
administration  will  make  great  inroads  on  the  time  of  your  Inspectors. 
Regulations,  designed  to  prescribe  the  standard  required  on  a  wide  variety 
of  matters,  will  be  published  in  due  course.  I  shall  then  be  in  a  better 
position  to  inform  your  Committee  of  the  amount  ox  work  involved.

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960 


These  Regulations  replace  and  consolidate,  with  amendments,  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  to  1954,  and  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949 
to' 1953. 

Since  the  1st  January,  1961  all  dealers1  licences,  other  than  those 
issued  by  the  Minister,  are  issued  by  the  food  and  drugs  authority  for 
the  area  in  which  are  situated  the  premises  at  or  from  which  the  milk 
is  sold. 


Samples  of  raw  milk  are  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Worcester,  for  statutory,  biological  and  bacteriological  examination, 
details  are  given  in  the  table  following:

Biological  Tests 

Biological  tests  were  made  in  respect  of  12  samples  referred  to  in 
this  table  in  connection  with  evidence  of  infection  by  M.  tuberculosis 
and  Brucella  abortus,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Statutory  examinations  were  carried  out  on  50  samples  of  milk,  and 
all  samples  conformed  to  the  required  standard. 

39  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  subjected  to  the  phosphatase 
test  with  satisfactory  results. 


The  number  of  retail  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors  is  now  16. 
Distribution  of  milk  is  kept  under  observation.  Vehicles  used  for 
this  purpose  are  frequently  inspected. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  effectiveness  or  otherwise  of  the  method, 
employed  in  the  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  milk  churns,  churn  rinses 
are  collected  at  the  dairy  premises  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination  and  tests.  One  rinse  sample  was  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  management  of  ^ho 
dairy  and  five  rinse  samples  taken  on  three  subsequent  dates  were  found 
on  examination  to  be  satisfactory. 


136  visits  were  made  to  dairy  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
or  to  collect  samples  of  milk  on  arrival  from  the  place  oj.  prociuction. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1955  provides 
that  all  dairymen  who  retail  milk  in  any  part  of  the  district  must  sell  the 
milk  under  special  designation,  irrespective  of  whether  the  premises  from 
which  the  milk  is  retailed  are  inside  or  outside  the  district,  and,  any 
other  milk  which  is  retailed  outside  the  specified  area  from  those  same 
premises  must  be  sold  under  special  designation.

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ICE  CREAM 


103  premises  are 'now  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  Most  of  the 
ice-cream  is  sold  pre-packed.  Inspections  are  made  as  to  the  means  of 
storage  and  the  methods  of  dispensing  this  commodity. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  ever  increasing  work,  resulting  from  new  legislation,  creates  a 
problem  on  the  question  of  what  should  be  foremost  in  priority  from  day- 
to-day  in  receiving  attention. 

On  the  subject  of  Food  Hygiene,  special  importance  has  been  given  in 
the  past,  to  the  need  for  informative  conversation,  with  persons  engaged  in 
food  premises,  be  it  retail  shop,  preparation  room  or  restaurant  kitchen, 
on  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  It  has  been  my  firm 
opinion,  ever  bearing  in  mind  the  constant  change  in  personnel  employed  at 
such  premises,  that  this  criterion,  of  what  is  accepted  in  modern  parlance 
as  ’ chatting  up*  or  in  Public  Health  Departments  as  ’Health  Education’,  has 
been  far  the  better  way  of  doing  our  job,  making  it  abundantly  clear  what 
the  Regulations  are  all  about,  at  the  place,  and  whilst  the  person  engaged 
in  food  handling,  is  doing  his  or  her  work.  At  the  sane  tine,  I  have  been 
equally  convinced,  that  by  so  doing,  and  my  colleagues  share  this  view,  that 
understanding  and  good  relationship  has  prevailed  between  Inspectorate, 
Managements  and  Employees. 

Although  the  number  of  inspections  at  food  premises  has  not  declined 
from  pressure  of  work  in  other  directions  during  the  year,  1964,  I  should 
be  more  contented  in  mind,  if  circumstances  were  such,  that  more  tine  could 
be  devoted  to  the  importance  of  dissemination  of  knowledge  on  this  and  indeed, 
other  subjects  within  the  orbit  of  the  department’s  responsibilities.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 


This  Act  prescribed  certain  standards  of  cleanliness  in  the  manufacture, 
use  and  storage  of  rag  flock  and  other  filling  materials,  and  provides  for 
the  registration  of  upholsterers  and  certain  other  businesses,  such  c_s  toy— 
makers  and  the  licensing  of  manufacturers  of  rag  flock  ecc. 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


279,  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rodents  were  carried  out  during 
the  jrear  1964.
